It would confer upon him a traditional distinction which he 
undoubtedly would value highly, for it would raise his status as a man 
very considerably. If only for this reason: it would present him to the 
world in lis true colours and not, as now, under a quasi-dissimulation. 
How frequently has this occurred : ‘‘ We met the Rev. Mr. So and So. 
What is he Minister of?" And the answer has always to contain the 
explanation—' He is a Jewish minister.” This mere fact means dis- 
simulation, and dissimulation can never be conducive to maintaining 
the dignity and self-respect of any man. | 
If the term “ Rabbi” becomes generally adopted by those whom we 
now term Jewish “ ministers,” some thanks will be due to those who 
have carried on, albeit not continuously, a war waged against the 
repression, of set purpose, of the title. But the crown of victory will 
go to the spiritual head of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, who has 
demanded that he shall be known as “ Rabbi” because he is-the 
spiritual head of a Jewish congregation.

POLITICAL STRUGGLES IN GERMAN JEWRY. 

{FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 

BERLIN. 
After the unsuccessful attempt of Dr. Nathan to impose his will upon the 
Hebraists’in Palestine, the Hilfsverein has organised ageneral. Press campaign 
against the Zionists and the Russian Jews, who, according to the German Press, 
are solely responsible for the “‘anti-German movement” in Palestine. The 
Kolnische Zeitung publishes the following telegram from Jerusalem with reference 
to the language question ‘in Palestine :—“‘It is well-known that the Russian Consul 
in Jerusalem supports the Zionists. Russian policy in the Far East always tends to 
create discord among various ethnic elements. This time it was again the Russian 
Consul who took the opportunity to work against Germany.” The Jerusalem 


‘correspondent further informs his paper that there are Slavonic elements in Pales- 


tine which are anxious to foment trouble and are chiefly responsible for the diffi- 
culties that have arisen in connection with the language question. It is, of course, 
understood that these “Slavonic elements” are not Russians but Russian Jews. 
On reading such an: infamous allegation one would imagine that it emanates from 
some ignorant person who does not know the real conditions in Palestine. “But 
when we read similar allegations in the Vossische Zeitung, in the semi-official 
Berliner Lokalanzeiger, in the Frankfurter Zeitung, and at the same time in the 
Hamburger Israclitisches Familienblatt, which is known to be the organ of the 
Hilfsverein, one cannot but think that these allegations are at least inspired by 
that organisation. - The campaign of the Hilfsverein is thus directed not only 
against the Zionists, but still more so against the Russian Jews, who are now con- 
sidered in Germany as the worst enemies of the Fatherland. The result of this 
campaign, as I predicted last week, is that the anti-Semitic Press is already 
abusing and attacking Judaism at large by representing the whole Jewish people as 
sworn foes of Germany. 

The most shameful allegation of the German Press against the Hebraists in 
Palestine is that they are terrorising the Jewish local population in Palestine, that 
they are kidnapping the children who are anxious to receive German lessons in the 
schools of the Hilfsverein, and that every honest man must strongly protest 
against such terrorising acts. Whoever has read the dignified and calm memo- 
randum of the Hilfsverein teachers submitted to Dr. Paul Nathan during his stay 
in Jerusalem, and the telegrams from Jerusalem to the Jewish papers in Russia and 
Germany, knows that not only did the teachers not kidnap children and terrorise 
the local population, but that, on the contrary, they have behaved like gentlemen, 
an attitude which was misinterpreted and misunderstood by the Hilfsverein. » 

The whole policy of the Hilfsverein will be understood if we closely read the 
statement which a high official of the Berlin Foreign Office has made, as repre- 
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welcomes the decision of the Curatorium in regard to the language question. 


Naturally, the German Government is pleased to see its prestige in Palestine

Military Called Out.

“At the close of the meeting thousands of students and ruffians again gathered 
a: the entrance to the hall and renewed the fight with the Jews and Socialists. The 
four battalions formed a strong cordon .round the attacked parties in order to 
protect them, but the populace broke through the cordon: and a pitched battle 
ensued. The military had to use their bayonets‘in order to prevent a sanguinary 
“ot... It was only after a hard struggle that the military succeeded in dispersing the 
mob. About one hour later the students divided themselves into small groups, 
and wherever they met a Jew they maltreated him most cruelly. The inhabitants 
of the Jewish quartef became panic-stricken and at once closed their houses and 
shops, but all in vain. The students penetrated the Jewish streets and began to 
‘mash the windows and doors. The authorities had to summon a battalion of 
fflussars in order to help the Chasseurs in restoring order.. A great number of 
lewish passers-by were more or less seriously wounded? and great damage was 
done to Jewish shops and houses.

Oriental Jews in New York. 


| There are no less than 15,000 Oriental Jews in New York. These have formed 
a Federation for the purpose of uniting all into a community. The Oriental Jews 
are divided into six language groups: 10,000 speaking Ladino, 2,500 Greek 2000

Amstell; Mr, Denzil Myer and Mr: E. J. A. Paiba our representative learnt.that 
managers had from. time to time made attempts at introducing some religious 
element into the clubs, but the results have been discouraging.

The sugvestion that 
short prayer meetings should be held, lasting from four to five minutes either at the 
close or thé beginning of the. evening's session, was at once discarded by several 
whose ages varied between seventeen and twenty-five: . “ We would walk out in a 
body if such ser'vices were forced upon us or are ever introduced.

decided that it was not desirable for some reason or Other to introduce anything 
of ‘the nature of .a Jewish element into ‘these institutions: The . manayer 
in the first place felt that they were not the right, people to undertake the wor} 
and that’ they were not spiritually fit. .Mr. Montefiore, it appeared, -had been 
willing to put the services of the Jewish Religious Union at the disposal of the 
clubs.

Religious services were, our representative was informed, organised at the 
Stepney Lads’. Club about six. years ago, but were discontinued after two or three , 
"At present services are held every.. 
Saturday afternoon at the East London Synagogue, specially designed to meet, the 
spiritual. needs of club.members in the district. The attendance could only be 
described as faiy and consists largely of members of the Stepney Club. It is feared 
that Saturday afternoon games offer .a much wider appeal to Jewish lads than do — 
religious services, Holy'day services, which have been held without. intermission at 
the Stepney Club since its inception,-and which have now. béen followed. by other 
clubs in-the East End, have been successful. Mr. Denzil Myer, at the Stepney 
Club, assured our representative thatif a Minister of religion were to go down to. 
the Club on Friday evening, a large number of lads would put in an appearance in 
order to participate in‘a religious service. . On the other hand’, we ascertained from 
Mr. Paiba that the Hutchison House Lads’ Club is open every alternate Friday 
evening for a like purpose, but the attendance is small. ©. 3 Cee 

A few members of one of the senior clubs frankly admitted that they would keenly 
résent the association of any religious element with club work, while one member 
in our hearing said he would not again attend the special synagogue services above 
referred to as they were unattractive to him. They came to the clubs chiefly for the 
social and recreational advantages that were to be derived therefrom, and would 
not "’.tolerate being preached at by anybody. By all means let us have discussions 
on religious subjects, but there is time to talk about that. Get members of the 
clergy to come among us first.” Oné Of the leading.members of the senior club 
said that’ while we think it undesirable, while we. would even protest against the 
introduction of a religious element, we would never allow a debate on atheism, 
for instarice, to take place, or on any subject which would tend to weaken the faith 
of our members.” Nowhere was the suggestion to have short prayer’ meetings, a: 
in certain quarters had been suggested, favourably received. 


“Summing up, our representative reported to ‘us. that religious apath 
exists in all our Jewish lads’ clubs, and that so far nothing has’ been done to- 
| Ministers of religion are sorely needed in these 
training grounds, but what is evidently needed even more than men——even 


‘Ministers—is the Jewish spirit which will infuse:into these lads a pride of their

Judaism regards 
marriage not as a concession to human weakness, but as a_ positive 
religious duty.. The duty rests; in the first place, on the Biblical com- 
mand to increase and multiply, and secondly on the Scriptural principle 
that “it is not good for a man to dwell alone.’’ So that the Talmud 
does not hesitate to teach : ‘ He who has no wife dwells without joy, 
without blessing, without good, without protection, without peace” ;

The ceremony of naming this ward in recognition of 
the grant to the Victoria Infirmary of £10,000 from 
the Trust of the late Mr. Edward Davis, took place 
yesterday .week. Lord Rowallan presided, and the 
ceremony was performed by the testator’s niece, Miss Alice Davis. The grant was 
part of a sum of over 470,000, which the late Mr. Davis directed to be distributed 
among general Scottish charities, and the terms of the will under Counsel's 
guidance were construed so strictly that no specifically Jewish charity was eligible 
to be included in the scheme of distribution. The late Mr. Davis, a native of 
Glasgow, belonged to what was probably the first Jewish family (o settle in this 
city. The family name may be seen in the first Jewish cemetery at the Glasgow 
Necropolis, which was opened in 1833. Mr. Henry Davis, a brother of the late 
Edward Davis, is still resident in Glasgow, although his connection with the local 
community was severed many yearsago. Well advanced in years, his memory is 
still good, and his reminiscences of Glasgow Jewry as it was in the 'forties and 
‘fifties of last century are most interesting.
